ly inflammable Balkans which Hit- 
ler dared use as a buttress for 
the southeaatern flank of his Euro- 
pean fortress. 
" Bulgaria, master arch of this al- 
ways doubtful structure, is on the 
ooint of flame* From neighboring 
turkey comes the report that the 
Jfuerher has r.ushed five divisons 
into Bulgaria from Serbia in an ef- 
fort to prevent a 
conflagration 


'vhich would endanger his whole 
position in eastern Europe. 


Meanwhile mighty Russia, whose 


victories armies stand on the alert 
at the northern gateway to the 
Balkans, is pressing Bulgaria to 
desert Kilter. Indeed, last midnight 
reportedly was the deadline of an 


r ultimatum from Moscow to quit. 


The alternative was said to be se- 


, verance of relations. 


, ;Thus far there has been no offi- 
cial indication pf whether 
there 


was actually 
an ultimatum, or 


whether the ghost rattled his chains 
at midnight. However, it's evident 
that Russia has planted a heavy 
'hand on the shoulder of the Hit- 
lerian water boy, who long has 
been the bad lad of the Balkans. 


Bulgaria is divided against it- 


self. On the one hand is a govern- 
ment which is clinging 
to 
Ger- 


many in hope of profiting by the 
unholy alliance. On the other is a 
public whose heart is with the Rus- 
sians — brother Slavs. The bond of 
race is strong among the Slavic 
folk. 
{ S*o the Bulgarian people 
are 


seething with rebellion against the 
government. Indeed travelers ar- 
riving in Turkey from Bulgaria say 
there has 
been a revolt among 


Bulgarian 
troops. 
However the 


government can't bear the thought 
of 'giving up the thousands of 
square miles of Yugoslav and 
Greek territory which 
Bulgaria 


grabbed after Hitler overran those 
countries in 1941. The Bulgarian 
didn't even participate in the fight- 
ing. 
f The reluctance of Turkey, 
al- 


though friendly to the Allies, 
to 


Joia them in the war; undoubtedly 
has encouraged Bulgaria's adher- 
ance to Hitler. Indications are that 
the Turks might even now come in, 
^specially' in view of British Pre- 
mier Churchill's pointed statement 
Wednesday that the course which 
pias been taken so far by Turkey 
will not, in my view, procure for 
the Turks the strong position at 
the peace table which would attend 
their joining the Allies." 
* However, as Churchill remarked, 
we shall be able to win the war 
'-'throughout 
southeast 
Europe 


Without Turkey being involved."

small but determined opposition 
even In this generation, to the com 
pulsory vaccination of children foi 
smallpox. Yet 11 has been known 
for many years that vaccination Is 
an 'absolute prevcntatlve for this 
once terrible scourge of humanity 


In this and other cases of com

smallpox accounted for less than 
10 deaths. 


In 1943 nine states were entirely 


free of the disease—four of them 
not having had a single case of 
smallpox in the last six years. In 
Rhode Island there has been no 
case of smallpox since 1927, a 14- 
year record.

The two chapters that cohsli- 


tute the text of this lesson mark 
the highest point of encouraghient 
In the Epistles to the Corinthians. 
The actual printed lesson 'consists 
of various verses from the two 
chapters, but this is an instance 
in which it is well to take the 
whole Scripture passages suggest- 
ed. 
In 
fact, 
the 
two Epistles 


must be stuided as a whole to 
get the full perpecbive. 


The picture is not equally fine 


in every part. We have a chance 
to see something of Paul's weak- 
ness as well as his strength.' We 
find him at .times not quite • sure 
of himself, or of the truth con- 
cerning 
some 
situation. . He 


•makes It plain in such cases that 
he is just giving his- opinion, and 
is not expressing a decree of the 
Lord; 'but at other times he is so 
certain

At some 
points, as in some of Paul's ref- 
erences to women, modern read- 
ers have been inclined to think 
that Paul might have Ibeen ex- 
pressing his own opinions.

The picture is not equally fine 


in every part. We have a chance 
to see something of Paul's weak- 
ness as well as his strength.'

eter is so weak that our navy could 
slice through it at will. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Burns adds, the Japa- 
nese are "operating everywhere on 
a shoestring."" 


-These results are amazing, espe- 


cally in view of Japan's prepared- 
ness at the outside of the war, and 
the advantage she gained by her 
treachery at Pearl Harbor. They've

Only two Japanese war- 
planes were seen, and both were 
destroyed. 
Eugene Burns expects an early 


invasion of the Philippines, from 
which we can attack the Japanese 
in China and on Iheir own islands. 
There's support for this view 
in 


General MacArthur's steady leap- 
frog advances along the New Guin- 
ea coast. Having captured stralegic 
Wadke island the olher day, 
he 


now shows signs of gelling sel for
